During the bombard- 
ment yesterday the guuboat Thrush 
mm hit ttl timet and the oraiaer Rac- 
coon wm bit 16 tlmei hjrtheganiou 
shore. 

After the first broadside from the 
warshipe many of the Khalidites fled to 
the ontskirta of the town where there 
was much looting and several Indians 
were killed. Up to the last moment no 
one but Said Kli.-ilid would rosist. The 
ladies takon aboard the fla^jship St. 
George, b(;haved splendidly. They 
were put ashore in the; aftorn(X)n. The 
majority of the Europeans reniainod on 
shore in spite of the warning issued by 
Admiral Uawsoii urging tlieni to go 
abuard tiie Hriti.sh boats. Bishop Tuek- 
er itiid many (.f the nativi's. however, 
boarded the steamer Nowhera. Tlie 
gunboats and the merchant vessels 
steamed away from the scone of action. 
The crew of the sultan's ship (Ha.sgow 
hoisted tlie union jack an tlu' ship sank. 
Members iif tlie crew of the (ilasgow, 
as they made their escape, rescueil sev- 
eral of the wounded. 

Admiral liawson directed the attack 
from the flagship St. Ueorge. The ma- 
jority of thoKo killed on the saltan's side 
were Aakiuis and only a few Arabs. 
The guuboat Thrush really did the 
greatest execution with her guns during 
the firing. The forces of Lieutenant 
Raikes killed and captured several lit- 
ers and murderers. None of his men 
were wounded. Throughout the en- 
gagement the bine jackets wore bosily 
engaged in capturing pillagers aad,fMr> 
sons engaged in the slave trade. 

It will probablj be a long time before 
order is restored and business resumes 
its normal condition. 

No sympathy fur Said Khalid and his 
followers is expressed. It is hoped by 
the English here that the German con- 
sul will sunwDder the usurper. 

It will be a great surprise if the gov- 
ernment of Great Britiun does not take 
advantage of the opportunity to abolish 
Arab nue, suppress slavery and pxh 
claim Zanzibar a British colony.

Hie dispatches do not mention the loss 
on either side.

Ud and his leading adherents made 
their escape and took refuge in tho 
German consulate. „ 

Still later dumatohes say that at noon 
the palaoe aod UMXtld customhouse were 
aUasiagiMli of ruins. Sharp firing 
fiontlnnfff on the outskirts of the city, 
where a force of British marines, with 
400 lo^ Zuuibaris hold the main road.

It is inter- 
esting to not<' that Said Khalid was aid- 
ed in his ftTorts to liold the pali»fe 
against the British by a great force of 
slave traders, who, of course, appreciate 
the fact that if Chreat Britain aaanmes 
immediate control of Zantlhar there 
will be an end of their business. Al- 
though the island of Zanzilmr is of 
comparatively small extent, it is the 
center of commercial activity in east 
Africa. The United States was the 
first government to make a treaty of 
commerce with the snltau. This was in 
lb3o, and since then the importance of 
the island lias grown iteadily with At- 
ricaii development. 

The 8ulta:i formerly was not only the 
chief ( f Zanzibar proper, and of several 
minor islaii 8 lying ne.ir, but his au- 
thority estonded to the mainland. By 
various treaties he was gradually shorn 
of his authority on the mainland until 
1800, when Groat Hritian was given a 
protectorate over the whole. Since isoi 
a regular government has been main- 
tained by the British in Zanzibar, with 
Sir L. Matthews prime minister. The 
sultan has had very little to say about 
tho administration of atfairs, a staff of 
British officials conducting tlie whole 
business of his little sultanate. The 
town of Z.anzibar has a ])<>pulation of 
about lio.fKK). Tho h;irbor from wliich 
the British men-of-war bombarded the 
town is excellent. The fort is a poor 
affair, which, according to recent ob- 
servers, would not lost MBg tuidar a fire 
from modern guns. 

The importation of slaves has been 
prohibited in Zanzibar for 20 years, but 
as is well known, tho tmdo has gone on 
steadily in spite of efforts to break it up. 
British cruisers have patroled tho coast, 
but the slave traders have boon able to 
elude them. It will be good news to the 
(Jhristiun world if this trade is now to 
be broken np. Slavery has never been 
more grossly conducted than in this re- 
gion, and Christian people, constantly 
informed of its horrors by missionaries 
have long been impatient at the in- 
ability of the English to stop it.

DETAILS OF THE WILD OUTRAGE. 



Four Turkish ImAIm Blown to Atoms bv 
the Ulaobarse of a Dyaamito Bomb. 
Heads of the Gendarmes Cut OIT and 
Tbrowa la tbo StrMt-Vaajr KtUad but 
the Ifambor Vnknewn. 
Const .wtindhlf;, Aug. 2!^. — The riots 
which Weiinosday cause<l so niui'h e.\- 
citement throughout Const uitinople are 
apparently at an end. The leaaers of 
the mob which attacked offlcaraof 
tho Ottoman bank surronderod aud will 
bo expelled from Turkey. The official 
account of the troul)les attributes tie' 
riots to an organized effort on the part 
of the central committee of the Ar- 
menian revolutionists to stir np a revo- 
Intion. The invadem, aa if 1^ a pre- 
coiicortod arrangement, suddenly en- 
tered tho great hall of the Ottoman 
bank armed with revolvers, daggers and 
dynamite bombs. Forming in small 
groups they were accosted by the oHic-r 
of the guard, who demanded from them 
a statement of their bosineia with the 
bank. Without Stopping to reply they 
blew out his brains and then killed and 
belieadt d tlie gendariurs, throwing the 
heads of the dead men out into the 
streets. 

During tho resultant confusion they 
closed the doors (jf the bank and hurled 
a iitmiber of bombs into tho street 
Four Tturkish ladies who were driving 
along in n carriage were blown to pieces 
by the exjdosion of one of th«j dynamite 
biimbs. Two of the French employes 
of the bank while descending from a 
window by means of a ix)pe, wore 
wounded by one of the explosives. They 
narrowly escaped with their lives by 
reason of the tunely intervention of tho 
imperial troops. The rioters also cap- 
tured a hotel in the city of Constanti- 
nople and bombs and shot and missiles 
fairly rained upon the heads of the 
passersby vronnding many persons. 

Many similar events are reported from 
various portions of the city. It is known 
that a great many persons have been 
UUad. but it is impossible to ascertain 
the exact nvmbtr, owing to the pre- 
valent excitement, and the desire on the 
port of the Armenians as well as the 
Turkish authorities to keep the identity 
of the killed and wonnded secret. The 
Armenian patriarch has exoommuni 
oatedall Armenians concerned in this 
lataat uprisin g.

Captain Sverdrup Talks itrtelly, but Tells 
of Intaraatlus Kaparleneos. 
LoxDON, Aug. 88.— A dispatch to The 
Chronicle from Tromso, signed by Dr. 

Nai:scn, gives Captain Svordrup's ac- 
count of tiio voyage of tiio Frani after 
IJr. Nanseii left that boat. The dis- 
patch says: "The ice pressure was 
never as severe as upon several occa- 
sions before Dr. Nai^ieu left us during 
June, 1800. We were regularly exposed, 
however, to violent pressures, causeii 
by tho changing spriiiu' tid''. The Fram 
w.is (iiiio or twi'o lifted from nix to 
nine feet. Her bottom b<'came visible 
ns it rested on tho ice. So littl'' < tfect 
did this havo on the Fram's timbers 
that the men continued tln'ir sluniber- 
ings undisturbed. An easier Arctic ex- 
ploring ezpaditloa one ooold hardly im- 
agino. 

"The principal work was to take legu- 
lar observations, sleep and eat. The 
health of tho men was perfect during 
the entire e.>;pediti(jii. There was not a 
sign (jf scurvy aiiiiarent among any of 
tho nu n. When all elfort.s to advance 
the b'lat through the ice by the force of 
stoam or a pntcess of warping faib'd. it 
was found that guii cotton iiiiiu;s proved 
the best iiieitns of sliatteriiig tin; i'o. 
As a rule very high ic'e floes prevailed, 
BO extensive that their termination 
could not be (lescri>)<'d even by thr tele- 
scopes. Often it looked like a liop.'lets 
task breaking our way out of tlit^ ico 
foot by foot, but with the liberal use of 
explosives and owing to th(> peculiar 
construction of oiu- boat wo finally sue 
ceedad."

The Price of tbo Prodnet Will Advaaee la 

Cuoiic ijufnco. 

Bo.sToN, Aug. 2.S.— The American Ag- 
riculturist in this week's issue sjiys: 
For the first time in three years, some 
improvement in hop prospects is at 
length in sight. Special reports re^ 
ceived from the Pacific coast show that 
in that section this season there will bo 
only about lialf as many hops as last 
year. In New York state the crop will 
bo fidly one-third less than last season. 
In England the reduction is estimated 
concervatively at 20 to 38 per cent of 
the 1895 crop. Should those present 
conditions be verified by the actual 
harvest it maaiu that the 1896 crop in 
these three sectiona will bo between 
125,000 and 160,000 hales less than hut 
year's growth. Prospects at this writ- 
ing certainly warrent the belief that tho 
heavy reduction in the '96 protluct will 
go far toward compensating for the 
largo surplus of old hops in the hands uf 
deiuers aud buyers and the market is 
slumiog itaelf into a man hopef nl con- 
ditioo.

Th" first clew 
was furnished by Edward D. Eunis, 
who attended a revival meeting, and 
after professing conversion ro.se in the 
congregation and stated that h<j was a 
count' rfeiter. Tiie arrest nf Knni> was 
followed by the arrest of John Mitchell 
anil H. S. Shaiiner. 

When tho prisoners wore arraigned 
Knnis rejieated his confession ami gave 
details which led to tho finding of the 
camp near Hill county, at which pl.ice 
tho metal, moulds, rollers and crucibles 
were scattered around like common pots 
and pans. Knnis told Commissionor 
Fiuk that seven f.'ictories for the manu- 
facturo of spurious coin e.\isted in the 
United States. The .syndicate WaS 
called tho Itoyal Manufacturing com- 
pany. It is stated by Ennis that agen- 
cies of the cotmterfeiting corporation 
exist in Canada and Mexico. 

He also says operations are going on 
in New York and Cliicago. A consign- 
ment of 8,000 Mexican dollars was re- 
ceived in Waoo a few mouths ago, it is 
said, and was used in the Lianufacture 
of the spuriotis coins. Another consign- 
ment of 10,000 Mexican dollars arrived 
here a few months ago but was forward- 
ed by Ennis to siniie other point.

The cry of the ^loldites Ip tliat free r^in- 
age of silver would drive all the yellow 
metal out of the country and bring us to 
a silver basis. If that true, why then 
doesn't Russia's silver monetary syeteui 
drive all the gold out of that country ? 
Pussia'9 monetary system is silver, as 
stated, and her Jletjal ratio between the 
two metals is l">i to 1. Yet statistics re- 
ci'utly furnished by Secretary Carlisle 
show tliat Russia's stock of gold amounts 
t ) S4SO,00 >,000, her stock of silver only

PRESIDENT ANDREWS ON FREE 
COINAGE. 

President Andrews of Brown Fniver- 
sity, who has a national reputation as an 
economist and writer, was recently asked 

what he thought would be the result of 
free coinage. Here is his answer: 

After a possible lirst shock our credit 
would improve after free c< inage. It is 
our present con- 8 ' wiiicli mu.-*t speeilily 
lower our credit. How lonii ccuM a man 
Ot'fi tiriii continue to have credit who 
borrowed each year to pay a large ]>ortion 
of his running ex|>enee8 '.' Yet on a gold 
basis this course is inevitable, and that 
is at this moment the reason wliy for- 
eign leniiers are shy of our securities. 
There mi s be a change if we would 
avoid banaruptoy. With free coinage 
ev«>ry industry would look up, and even 
i; w i lost our gold our prosperity wou'd 
invite in English capital, just as Japan's 
prosperity now- causes it to rush there 
Never since slavery days has the press in 
the ))arts of the country familiar to me 
displayed such disregard for truth and 
I eh stubborn obtusenees to the most 
olivious consideration as it does at pres- 
et;! tin the si!\ (■!■ .iiirstion. This means 
that till' luniifv jiiuMT si ated in Ix>ndon, 
but Willi I'.i'ifsi'iilativfs in New York, 
I'iiiladflapliia ami llii(',i;;<>. is drtennined 
to continue the appri-ciati'm uf gold and 
is deteriiiiiicd tl:eri'lore that the facts 
"hall nut ! «• kii.iwn. The bankers and 
the iire>s air almost entirely under its 
intluence. 1 think tlu- money iiiiestiuii 
at the present time the greatest question 
of dvillMtion. 



A CX^MMON MISTAKE CORRECTED. 

One of the stock arguments of the gold 
standard advocates is expressed in tlie 
following extract from the New York 
Mail and Express : 

"Candidate Pryan's idea that the free 
coinage of silver would raise the bul ion 
value of .silvt-r to ^1.1.''' an ounce in gold 
is aliuost too absurd lor serious considi-r- 
ation. It is tlatly contradicted by the 
fact that (luring the i>eiiod of the great- 
est silver coinage ever is;<ued by this 
governnii-nt the value of silver bullion 
has steadily declined. The enormous in- 
crease in 'silver ])r(>duction has sent 
bullion prices downward in spite of 
al>8orption of an extraordinary amount 
of the white metal into our currency. 

"The plain answer to this," says the 
Enquirer, "is that the free coinage of 
filveriroa'd turn all bullion that is pre- 
smted at tne mints into legal tender sil- 
ver dollars. Silver enough with which 
to coin a dollar would, therefore, be 
worth a dollar before it was coined, just 
as certainly aa the dollar coined from it 
would be worth anv other dollar. How 
then could silver bullion fall in price 
under a free coinage law ? Would a man 
talce less than a dollar for the amount of 
nil ver necessary to coin a dollar, when he 
. an I'xcbange it for a dollar at the mint ? 
l)uiim; the eighty-one years that gold 
and silver Coinage was free at the mint, 
the prit'e ofeilverdiil not fall. Hut when 
tlie mints of the I iiitcd Stati> ami 
Kurope were closed to tlu- irce coinage of 
eilvfi. the silver bullion became mere 
merchandise, just as gold would do it it 
should be deinoneti/ed. '1 hen the |)ric« 
of silver bullion was reduced, like all 
Other oommodities, by the rednced de^ 



mand for it. It c ontinued in general use 
throughout the world in the arts and for 
small coins, which were u legal tender for 
a few dollars only. Hut its great function 
as a money of legal tender was gone. In 
1H7S the House of Kepresentatives, in 
obedience to the peojile's will, passed a 
free coinage bill. In obedience to the 
will of the Wall street gold dealers tl>e 
Senate knocked this measure on the 
head, and substituted one to suit them. 
This the House had to agree to or take 
nothing. It provided for the i)urcha"e 
of '_'.(XX).0(K) a month and continued in 
existeiu-e for thirteen years. In b'^ltOtlie 
Sherman purchase act was passed, largely 
increasing the amount of silver to be 
purchased. If the amount purchased 
liad absorbed the whole product it would 
have been equivalent to free coinage and 
the price would have gone up to $1.29 an 
ounce. Put the struggle between the 
ditierent bullion owners to sell to the 
government the limited amount de- 
mandetl sent the price down to the low- 
est point at which contesting bidders 
were willing to sell. Does not that clearly 
explain why silver bullion went down 
while it was being coined in large quan- 
tities ? If there were only 100 ounces of 
silver in the world, and if only fifty of 
them could be coined under the law, and 
if the Secretary of the Treasury was 
ordered to buy that quantity, 100 ounces 
of supply would so greatly exceed the 
fifty ounces of demand, that the price 
would be governed by the competition 
between the bidders. This would be 
just as true if the supply were 100,000,000 
and the amount to be coined were 50.- 
0(K).000. .\nd this, in fact, is just what 
did occur under the Sherman purchase 
act. To sum it all up the purchase of 
silver bullion in a limited amount from 
the lowest bidder for coina;:e jiurposes 
(treates a commercial valtit> for a merely 
commercial commoilit y. The tree coinage 
at a iriven ratio, of all silver bullion 
brought to the inint-j, iiivc; to nil bullion 
its full coinage value, and makes that 
also its comtnercial value."

Since w ritin^ the above we have bad a 
call from one of our country friends w ho 
u&ye us some prices realised by the farm- 
ers of his nelKbborhood for tobacco : 

Thos. Ellis sold 2,700 pounds for $31.50, 
E. Thompson sold 8,000 pounds for 140, 
Leslie Hanson sold J.'UO ixninds for 
S27.80, Kveret Morford se'd ;i,000 pounds 
for iB2.fiO, Webb Ellis sold $!i,m pounds 
f )r $72. Charles Oalbraith sold bis crop, 
the best in the neighborhoo<I, for S2.50 
per hundred. A crop of liO.tXK) pounds 
sold in this place for $3 per hundred, and 
will lose the purchaser besides the 
cost of shipping'. Thomas Suddels ship- 
ped a crop of about 4,000 pounds and 
owes the warehouse a balance of $3.40 
charges.

On Sun- 
day, .July 13, they came aboard and one 
of them mimed Williams demanded his 
wages fniiii the eaptain, which was re- 
fused. The other three went forward, 
quarreling with the steward and tho 
mat" told them to stop their noise. 
WilUaniH hit the mate when his back 
was turned, knocking him to tlie de< k 
on the edge of the hatchway. 

Mate banner says: "It was his evi- 
dent intention to throw me down tlie 
hatch. Thri'c men jumped on me and 
one rushed at the captain, seizing him 
by tlu^ throat. The steward run to aid 
me and Williams struck him with a be- 
layinu pin. They then tlircw him down 
the hatch. I manaf^ed to struggle to 
my feet, threw a cask atone of the men. 
bre;ikiiiK his head and then fired a shot 
from my revolver to secure aid and the 
h^'lit was over. Berra died a lew days 
later.
